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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with a yearly custom, the foltowing brief statement of 
the condition of the several schools in town for the )ear ending Mareh 
i2th 1872, is presented to the citizens of Meredith. 


District Nos. 1& 2s; One term. The school was under the instruction 
of Mr. KB. MM, Cawley, of that district. He is a teacher of experience, and 
conducted this school very successfully, both in order and instruction. 


District No.3. One term. his school was taught by Miss S. Kate 
Smith, of that district. Miss Smith was very successful, and the progress 
of the scholars generally creditable. 


The summer term in district No. 4 was taught by Miss Anna J. Young, 
of Meredith, a first class teacher, and eminently successful in this schoo}. 
}Yhe winter term was taught by Miss Mary S. Eaton, of that distriet. She 
has not had much experience as a teacher, but cunducted this school with 
very good success. Most of the scholars made good progress, 

Phe school in district No. 5is divided into a pr mary and advaneed de 
partment. The summer term inthe primary department was taught by 
Miss M, Ellen Beede, of that district. Mild, but decisive measures secured 
a healthy discipline in this depariment, and the progress of the scholars 
was satisfactory to the committee, and to the parents generally. Miss J, 
Emma Stevens, of Sandwich taught in the advanced department, and sus- 
tained her reputation as an eminently suecessful teacher in every yarticu- 
Jar. The primary department during the winter term was under the care 
of Miss M. A. Doe, of Meredith, a teacher of experience, energetle and 
successful. With few exceptions, her method in dicipline and instruction 
was satisfactory to the district. Weare pleased to say, she was ‘mis- 
tress of the occasion.” Intheadvanced department Mr. William Daniels 
of Rumney, taught eight weeks. After a vacation of one week, Mr. —— 
Jordan taught five weeks. There has been a marked improvement in this 
department in two years. A large proportion of the scholars seem to have 
a greater interest in their studies tuan formerly, and their progress very 
gratifying to their parents. 


The two terms in district No. 6 were taught by Miss Emma W. Cos, of © 
that district Miss Cox is a young teacher, who has energy and an appa- 
rent determination to sueceed, and in summer was successfnl in securing 
good order, the good will of the scholars, the approbation of their parents 
and the committee. The condition of the winter school was worthy of 
praise. This school is rapidly regaining its former high rank. 

District No.7. Union with No. 5in Laconia, The summer term was 
taught by Miss Elvena D. Sanborn of Gilford, who fully sustained her 
reputation as a successful teacher. The progress and appearance of this 
school was excellent. The winter term was taught by Miss Eliza A. 
Doe of Laconia. Order and progress fair. ‘ 


Miss Annie KE. Smith of New Hampton taught the summer and wiuter 
terms in district No.8 The discipline in this school was not as it should 
have been, or as it must be in order to make it an average school 


The school (ene term) in district No. 9, was under the instruction cf 
Mr, ©. Burt. Hoyt of Gilford, who was eminently successful in this schoo’. 
Good order was sustained without the harsh and brutal measures which 
seem to be the delight of many old fogy teachers who, (thanks to the 
spirit of the right sort of progress,) are growing less in number every 
year.

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The summe, school in diatriet No. 10, was under the insfruction of Miss 
M. Fannie Sayward of Meredith. Miss’ Sayward 1s a young teacher, who 
hus in the school room, that decision and dignity which are always sure 
to command respect, and secu e good order. The progress was remark- 
ably good.

The one ferm in district No. 11 was taught by Miss Ellen B. Plummer 
of M redith. ‘The progress in this school was good considering the pum- 
ber of scholars. There can be no spirit of emulation among so “few. 


_ District No. 12. This school was commenced by Miss Josie A. Holmes 
of Hopkinton, who did not have good suceess, and co isequently left the 
school, The term was continued and coveluded by Mrs. Annie EK. Cram 
of Meredith Mrs. Cram’s intense and energetic labor in this school has 
had a very beneficial effect indeed, hence we can scarcely speak In too 
high terms of praise of the deportmeut and progress of the pupils in her 
care. 


District No, 13. This school was againin the care of Mrs. C. Swain, 
who has met with a good degree of success. Theimprovi ment of the pu- 


pils in their studies was very commendable, and a geud standard of order 
Wus maintained. 


District No. 14. Union with New Hamp on. This school was in the 
eare Of Miss Flu:a I. Culby of Grantham. It was her first attempt to 
tcach, but we do not consider it u success.

District No. 15, We were pleased with the appearance of this school: 
which was taught by Miss Sarah J. Laue of Sauborntdu, There were but 
four pupils, yet the order and progress were very good. Tiere was but 
one day of absence during the teri. 


District No. 16. This was taught by Migs Mary A. Robinson of San- 
:bornton, who contucted if with ayery gooddegree of success. The chil- 
dren of this district and those of No 17, attended the school in each dis 
trict, and the uniied length of the schools cuvutributed somewhat to an 
abatetoent ofenergy in No, 16, 


District No. 17. 'Chis school was also in the care of Miss Robinson.— 
The order and progress were very commendable, and a ger eral satisfac- 
tion piven tv the district. 


District No. 20. Union with Centre Hathor and Moultonborough, was 
under the care of the School Committe of Moultonborough. 


The school money, with few exceptions has been. well expended, and 
‘the children have received its full yalue inthe instruction given, and aside 
from those exceptions, we may congratulaie ourselves, as citizeus, that 
- our schools, have been conducted with so good a degree of success. 

District No. 16 has built a Lew house which, whea completed, will give 
excellent accommodations for the school. 

Slight repairs have been made on the honse in No, 13, There has been 
no improvements on any other heuse in town, save in ventilation. 

The houses in Nos 3,4 and 5 are in very poor condition, unfit for their 
purpose in every Pun HS AESER a disgrace to the districts, town and country.
